GENERAL HUERTA 


Three Heads of Republic Within 
An Hour Was Unusual 
Condition.

City of Mexico, Feb, 19. Gener- 
al Victoriano Huerta, was elected 
provisional president of Mexico to- 
night. We took the cath of office 
at 11.10,, succeeding Pedro Lasceur- 
ain. Prior to the naming of General 
Huerta, he was appointed a cabinet 
minister, so that the legal succession 
to the presidency would be main- 
tained, 

Pedro Luscuerain took the oath 
as president ad interim in his ca- 
pacity as minister of foreign affairs. 
The niming of Fenor Lascuerain by 
congress at a prolonged session Was 
merely incidental and was followed 
socn by the selection of General 
Huerta to the presidency. 

February 19 will be remembered 
as the date on which Mexico had 
within an hour, three presidents. One 
ot them, Francisco I, Madero, had 
been deposed but he legally retained 
his title until the resignation tonight 
of himself and Jose Pino [Suarez, 
as vice-president, 

Madero will be exiled, The execu- 
tion of his brother by shooting was 
the most tragic occurrent of today, 

After the resignation of Madero 
and Pino Suarez had been accepted, 
*e¢ro Lascuerain, as minister of for- 
eign Affairs, was called by congress 
to succeed the retiring execulive and 
twenty-six minutes later he was suc- 
ceeded by General Huerta, whom he 
had appointed minister of the in- 
terior, thus making regular the le- 
gal succession and enabling con- 
gress to name Huerta ,as provisional 
president. 

The action taken by the special 
joint session of congress was pre- 
ceded with a lengthy debate, but 
the result was never in doubt.

The lease involves a sum of about $75,000,

The deal has been practically’ consum 
inated, but the final details will be settled 
within a few days, as soon as W. W. Finn, 
who formerly managed a track at Van 
couver, reaches the Mexican capital. Mr. 
Finn is representing the syndicate, and, in 
fact, it was he who suggested the acquis 
tion of the course and began the move 
ment for the forming of the syndicate 

Built two years ago at a cost of $1,250, 
000, the clubhouse, stands, and outbuitd 
ings, situated as they are within five min- 
utes’ walk from the leading hotel, are now 
one of the mauy sights of the Mexican 
capital. 

Now that the troubled conditions of Mex 
ico appear to have ended, it is the inten 
tlon of the Madero government to make 
Mexico City the “Paris of America.” It is 
the intention to conduct the racing at Mex 
ico City under the French system, Pari 
mutuels will be used entirely while racing 
will be conducted on but four days of the 
week, 

With a population of 1,000,000 people, the 
syndicate which has secured the concession 
are confident they will be able ta offer 
sufficiently rich stakes to tempt the own 
ers of the best handicap horses both in 
America and ov the continent, to send their 
strings to Mexico City for the winter rav 
ing season At the present time the Mexi 
can Derby is worth $19,500, the rhehest 
stuke in America, but even this will be 
added to from year to year until in time 
it will rival the famous Suburban Haudi 
cap stakes of several years ago. 4
